The horns are piled 
up until the pith becomes loose, and 
this is added to the fertilizers, and the 
horns sold for manufacture.

With the empire began that epoch of 


splendid gluttony which has no parallel. 
The history of the Caesars, with some 
exceptions, is the narrative of a con 
tinnal orgie. Take the notorious group 
at random—Commodus, Caligula, Ti- 
berius, Verns, Vitellins, Nero, Helio- 
gabalus, Domitian. These men spent 
their lives in a round of monstrous de- 
baucheries. The day and the night, 
we are assured,were not long enough for 
their revels. 
Verus, the first to increase 


the number of guests from nine to 
twelve, prolonged his suppers through- 
out the night. Nero sat at table from 
midday to midnight. 
Tiberius spent 


two days and a night at the festive 
board. They had huge appetites—not 
only the gigantic Maximilian, who de- 
voured 40 pounds of flesh-meat and 
drank five gallons of wine at a 'meal, 
but finical dandies like Commodns, who 
ate even in the bath; Vitellius, who 
ceased eating only while he slept; Domi- 
tian, who ate "ont of his hand" to stay 
his stomach in the intervals of regular 
repast. Heliogabalus was perhaps the 
most elaborate, Vitellius, the most ex- 
travagant, in his daily fare. The latter 
squandered in seven months seven mil- 
lions sterling, chiefly on his table. 
The total staggers belief; but let us ex- 
amine the figures on the other side. 
The fioman epicure is reported to have 
paid $300 or so for a mullet; a brace of 
pigeons cost $8. At an entertainment, 
given to Vitellins by his brother 2,000 
of the rarest fish and 7,000 of the most 
curious birds were served up. One 
individual spent $25,000 on a single 
dish, made of the tonngnes of the cost- 
liest singing birds. The Roman bon 
vivant, supping on the brains of pea- 
cocks and pheasants, the tongues of 
nightingales and the toes of the most 
delicate fishes, swallowed thousands of 
pounds at a meal; and we need only 
multiply the individual expense by the 
number of the guests to form a notion 
of the cost of a high-class dinner in the 
d iyi of the Csestirs. A supper in the 
Apollo meant .$10,000 thrown to the 
purveyors. But the emperors were 
certainly the most reckless in the profli- 
gacies of the table. Snneca and Taci- 
tus are among the authorities who tell 
us that Heliogabalnf spent $100,000 on 
one supper; that Nero, master of "the 
house of gold," ate a dish which cost 
over $150,000, and drank a bumper still 
more precious.

Ulysses Grant. Jr.—A Successful 


Speculator—Promise of a Be- 
markable Career. 


Ulysses Grant, Jr., or "Buck" Grant, 


as he is generally cMled, is now 28 years 
old, and one of the most successful fi- 
nanciers of his age in (his country. 
His talent in that direction has been 
fully brought ont during the last two 
years. During the closing days of his 
father's Presidency he acted as his pri- 
vate secretary. Grant doubted every 
one about him when Babcock fell and 
would not allow any one but Buck to 
have access to his private papers. Buck 
was a! tbis time modest, smooth-faced, 
medium-sized, slim in figure and very 
boyish looking. His modesty and real 
ability, 
however, made him many 


friends. Some powerful men in New 
York took up Buck when his father set 
out for Europe. 


Young Ulysses, who is a graduate o( 


Harvard, thought that his future was to 
be developed in the legal profession. 
He was, after admission to the bar, 
assigned to dnty in the District Attor- 
ney's office in New York. There Sec- 
retary John Sherman has throw n special 
business in his way. Buck, after accu- 
mulating a small capital under influen- 
tial and powerful auspices, began mak- 
ing ventures on Wall Street. He suc- 
ceeded so well that he abandoned the 
law for the more profitable fields oi 
speculation. 
Becoming interested in 


mining stocks, he paid ,a visit to the 
Pacific coast, where the great bonanza 
firm of Flood & O'Brien took him un- 
der its wing. Mr. Flood tossed young 
Buck a few points, and he made such a 
good use of them that the great specu- 
lators backed him in his cruise around 
the world of speculation, 'acting as his 
Mentors at every point. The docile 
pupil so made use of his skillful train- 
ing that at the end of two years he had 
$300,000 placed to his credit. It was 
only when this sum was reached that 
the young man proposed a matrimonial 
alliance with the great firm. 


Buck has now associated with him as 


partner his brother, Jesse B. Grant. 
Buck himaflf promises to become one 
of the most bnllHnt operators in the 
country. Besides the fortune that he 
has made for himself, he has made sev- 
eral speculations for his father. Just 
before General Grant went to Mexico he 
intrusted to Buck $25,000 for the pur- 
pose of seeing what- could be done with 
it. Buck, during the absence of his 
father, cleared for him from the capital 
some $40,000; so Gen. Grant, upon his 
return, found a dispatch placing $65,- 
000 at his disposal by his thrifty son.

IUOGVKD, By the Senate, the Assembly co»- 
enrrlng, That the Constitution of the State of 
Nevada be amended as follows: 


Amend Section t of Article IV of the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Nevada, so as to read as fel- 
lows: 


SEC. 3. Ihe session of the Legislature shall be 
biennial, and 8h»ll(coramence on the first Han- 
day of February next ensuing the election of 
members of the Assembly, unless the Governor 
of the .State shall, in the Interim, convene the 
Legislature by proclamation.

He thinks 
that harrowing is the best remedy other 
than Nature's. Nature's remedy is the 
little red mite, of which he has only 
found one during his stay. These will 
incresp next year and in time will be- 
co'i i so iiuiiievnn« that, nined by the 
nthii untniul enemies of the pests, will 
succeed in driving them away. 
He 


thinks he has found H new species of 
the class, one unlike any found in Sierra 
Valley, and the one which is so detrac- 
tive to the fruit trees. He will take 
away samples of all, and we await his 
report and conclusions with more than 
ordinary interest. 


Returned Campers. 


The party consisting of Mr. and Mrs. 


Sanders, Mr. Dodge and the Misses 
Warren, returned yesterday well pleased 
with their fifteen days' trip. They vis- 
ited Tahoe, Donner, Independence and 
Webber lakes. They found some fish, 
though not very plentiful; found excel* 
lent camping grounds, and plenty of 
good grass for the horses. From each 
camp excursions were made to the sur- 
rounding country to places of interest, 
such as up to the snow on the mountain 
sides, where they found several snow 
plants.

FOLLSWINQ 18 THB PLATFORM 


of the National Bepublican Party adopted by 


the Chicago Convention: 


Bepublican role has restored upon a wild 
basis payment in coin for all the national obli- 
gations, and has given us a currency absolutely 
good and legal, and equal In every part of our 
extended country. It ban lifted the credit of the 
nation from the paint where six per cent.

Without resorting to 
loans, it has, since the war olobed, defrayed the 
ordinary expenses of Government, besides the 
accruing interest on the public debt, and dls 
bursed annually more than $se,OM,OW) for 
soldiers' pensions It has paid $880,»00,000 of 
the public debt, and by refunding the balance 
at lower rates has reduced the annual Interest 
charge from nearly $151,000,000 to less than 
$88,000,000. All the industries, of the country 
have revived; labor is in demand; wages have 
Increased, and throughout the entire country 
there is evidence of a coming prosperity greater 
than we have ever enjoyed. Upon this record the 
Bopnblican psrty asra for the continued confi- 
dence and support of the people, and this Con- 
vention submits for their approval the follow- 
ing statements of the principle and purpose 
which will continue to guide and inspire its 
efforts: 


THE UEPCDLIOAN POLICY. 


First— We affirm that the work of tbo last 


twenty-one years baa been such as to commend 
Itself to the favor of the nation, and that the 
fruits of the costly victories which wo have 
achieved through immense difficulties should bo 
preserved. That the peace regained should be 
cherished. 
That the dissevered Union, now 
happily restored, should be perpetuated and 
that ' the liberties Becureu to this generation 
should be transmitted undimlnisbed to future 
generations. That the order e»tablished and the 
credit at quired should never be impcrUed. That 
the pensions promised should be paid. That 
the debt so mucu reduced should be extin- 
guished by the full payment of every dollar 
thereof. That the reviving Industries should be 
further promoted, and that the commerce 
already so great should be steadily encouraged. 


, 
A NATION, NOT A CONFKDKKACY. 


Seomti— The Constitution of the United States 
is the supreme law, and not a mere contract. 
Out of the confederated Htates it made a sov- 
ereign nation. Some powers are denied to the 
nation, while others are retained t>> the states; 
hut the boundary between the powers delegated 
and those reserved is to be determined by Na- 
tional and not by State tribunals. 


POPULAIl EDUCATION. 


Third— The work ef popular education is one 


left to the care of the several Stales, but it is the 
duty of the National Government to aid that 
work to the extant of its constitutional ability. 
The intelligence of the nation is but the aggre- 
gate of the intelligence in the several States, and 
the destiny of the nation must be guided, not by 
the genius of any one titato, but by the avenge 
genius of all. 


PROPOSED COBBTntmoNAL AMENDMENT. 


Fourth— The Constitution wisely forbids Con- 
gress to make any law respecting an eHtablish 
mem of religion, but it is idle to hope that the 
nation can be protected against the influence of 
sectarianism, while each State is exposed to its 
particular domination. 
We therefore recom 


mend tkat the Constitution be so ain? uded as to 
lay some prohibitions upon tin- legislature of 
each State, and to forbid the appropriation of 
the public funds to the support of sectarian 
schools. 


DOTIES OF THE DAY. 


Fifth— We reaffirm the belief avowed in 1876, 


that the duties levied for the purpose of reve- 
nues should so discriminate aa to favor Aineri 
can labor. That no further grant ef the public 
domain should be wade to any rallruad or other 
corporation. That slavery having perished In 
the States, its twin barbarity, polygamy, must 
die in the Territories. That everywhere the pro- 
tection acccrded to a citizen of American I irth 
must be secured to citizens b; American adop- 
tion. That it is the duty of Gougress to deve top 
and improve our watercourses and harbors, but 
we insist that lurther subsidies to private per- 
sons or corporations must cease. 'Phot the obli- 
gations to the men who preserved its integrity 
m the day of tat tin are undioiluished by the 
lapse of fifteen years since their tinal victory. 
Their perpetual honor Is and nlull forever be 
the grateful privilege and the sacred duty of the 
American people. 


THE CHINESE 1'LANK. 


Sixth— Since the authority to regulate immi- 


gration and intercourse between the United 
States and foreign nations rests with the Congress 
at the United States and iis treaty making pow- 
ers, that the nepublican party, regarding the 
unrestricted immigration of Ohinese as an evil 
of great magnitude, invokes the exercise of the 
power to restrain and limit that immigration by 
the enactment of such just, humane and reason- 
able provisions as will produce that remit,
